When ask¬ 
ed if they had any special type of 
work in mind, one declared his 
willingness to drive a truck, while 
the other requested that he be al¬ 
lowed to dig a ditch. 

Consideration was given the ap¬ 
plications, but it was decided that, 
for the time being, we had better 
file the reciuest. When told to come 
l>a.'k in a few years the boys, aged 
four and five, went off quite satis¬ 
fied. Perhaps a case of “the spirit 
ws|lt»3¥illing — but the years were 
fe^”—Contributed.

Arthur MacNamara, director of 
National Selective Service! to¬ 
day anounced that under an or¬ 
der signed by Honourable Hum¬ 
phrey Mitchell, Minister of La¬ 
bor, under National Selective Ser¬ 
vice Civilian Regulations, spec¬ 
ial provision has been made to 
facilitate the engaging of workers 
for the Christmas rush by the 
Post Office Department and retail 
trade. 

From December 13 to January 
5, the Post Office Department and 
retail business may engage 
women over 44 years of age and 
men over 59 years of age, without 
first securing Natioiml Selective 
Service permits. In any case 
where it is wished to retain after 
January 5th one of these employ- 
•ees who is taken on iwithout per¬ 
mit, it will become necessary on 
that date to secure a permit 
from the Selective Service. 

Students and teachera may be 
engaged for employment during 
their Christmas vacation, without 
a selective Service permit, by 
either the Post Office Department 
or the retail trade. 

In areas where there is no 
shortage of female employees 
for essential industries, Selec¬ 
tive Service Officers may permit 
the employment of women under 
age 44 for employment around 
the holiday season. 

Mr. MacNaara pointed out that 
in relaxing the regulations to as¬ 
sist iwibh the Christmas rukh, it 
is necessary to still maintain em¬ 
ployment controls in gemssl, for 
the protection of essential indus¬ 
tries.

Cause of the 
trouble is opposition from anoth¬ 
er organization in town. Presi¬ 
dent Dutil, and Secretary Park 
were authorized to interview this 
second organization with a view 
to combining the two dances, 
thus allowing both organizations 
to secure weekly revenue for 
their funds. 

Misg A. Yuill reported that tire 
Canadian Red Cross were send¬ 
ing a num'ber of paieels to Po¬ 
lish iprlisoneTs-of-lwair. She ex¬ 
plained that the parcels were not 
sent to any particular individual 
but to a camp knotwn to'liouse 
Polish prisoners and there they 
were distributed among them.

EDMONTON, Nov. 22—C.P.)— 
The three-man r’oyal commission 
investigating ’ age demands of 
8,500 Alberta and British Colum¬ 
bia miners today directed a $l-a- 
day iwage increase, retroactive to 
Nov. 1, to miners not above the 
ranl^^ foreman or comparable 
rank”) and two weeks’ vac ation 
with pay after 12 months’ em¬ 
ployment. 

The findings and direction of 
the commission, under its powers 
as a regional war labor board, 
were made public by Mr. Justice 
G. B. O’Connor, chairman of the 
commission. Making announcement 
of the awards, Mr. Justice O’Con¬ 
nor said report of the commission, 
its reasons for the awards and 
other findings pertinent to the 
inquiry, will !be made public by 
Hon. ■ Humphrey Mitchell, Domin¬ 
ion minisltr of labor. 

ASKED $2 A DAY 

The miners, members of Dis¬ 
trict 18, United Mdne Workers ol 
America, who responded to a 
strike call issued by the TJ.M.W..A. 
for mid-might, Sunday Oct 31, 
had asked fo-r pay increases of $2 
a day, vacations with pay and 
time and one-half for o^’ertime. 
There was nothing in the com¬ 
mission’s findings on time-and' 
one-half demand. 

The demands were made fol- 
(Iwing the strike call and the 
action was taken, while the com¬ 
mission was sitting in Calga-y, 
against ivrtiat was tetmed bj min¬ 
ers’ leaders as the “dilly-dallying 
methods” of the government. 

The dispute vemue was trans¬ 
ferred to Ottawa where union ex¬ 
ecutives conferred with Mr. Mit¬ 
chell and other government of¬ 
ficials and as a result of this con¬ 
ference the commission was en¬ 
larged to provide it with power 
to submit recommendations dir¬ 
ect to the labor minister. The new 
powers granted the commission 
gave it similar authority to a reg¬ 
ional war Iboard. 

Text of the finding and direc¬ 
tion of the commission issued by 
Mr. Justice O’Connor and Com¬ 
missioners T. W. Laidlaw and 
Louis D. Hyndman:

THERE ARE FEW COMMUNITIES in Canada which are without 
motion picture theatres, and this form of entertainment is an accepted 
part of the life of these times. Within the memory of most of us, the pro¬ 
duction of moving pictures has shown great development, and there is a 
vast difference between the early silent pictures, and the finished produc¬ 
tions which we see today. While the screen is considesed to be primarily 
a medium of entertainment, there has been, in recent years a growing 
realization of its value in education, and also for the spreading of propa¬ 
ganda. Many schools in Canada use motion pictures in their classes, and 
there are now fine libraries of educational films available for this purpose 
at various centres in the Dominion. 


Films Are Used 
For Propaganda 


The war has given impetus to the use of films 
for propaganda purposes. The Germans were 
quick to'Seize on this method of spreading their 
doctrines abroad. They also used motion pic¬ 
tures in attempts to terrorize countries into submission in the early days 
of the war, by circulating films showing Nazi bombing and invasion tactics. 
Canada, Great Britain, the United States and Russia have used moving 
pictures tp acquaint their people with the extent of their war efforts, 
and also for educating them in regard to the needs of their countries 
in wartime. In addition, motion picture photographers have been present 
on many of the battle fronts and they have made some interesting and 
remarkable films, some of which are included in the newsreels here. The 
National Film Board in Canada has expanded greatly in recent years and 
it has produced a number of fine motion pictures dealing with many 
aspects of life in Canada at this time. 

It has been suggested that films might prove 
to be a powerful factor in counteracting the 
effect of Nazi propaganda on the minds of the 
people in Occupied Europe. For many months 
now these people have been bombarded with German ideology and while 
it is known that their methods have 6 been in no measure as effective as 
was intended, it will in many Instances have left a distorted outlook which 
will have to be corrected. Mr. Charles Francis Coe, an American motion 
picture company executive, who visited Canada recently, expressed the 
opinion that films might be used successfully in this connection. He pointed 
out that motion pictures created for entertainment, but showing “that 
there is a spot where decency prevails, where patriotism is not a gesture, 
and where the valuable things of life flow from the man himself as an 
entity unto himself, not from a State welded by the grimy, bloodied hands 
of a few dictators,” might prove of great value in dealing with this problem.

Forgery Proof 

Documents Written On Clay Tablets 
In Early Days 

In Mesopotamia, 3,000 years before 
Christ, official and legal red tape was I 
highly developed. Then as now peo-' 
pie had to sign on the dotted line. 
Although the ancient Near East 
claims the earliest known systems 
of writing, its masses remained 
Illiterate. Documents were written 
on clay tablets by professional scribes 
but “John Henry’s” signature was 
personally imprinted on the soft clay 
by means of a seal. The seal was 
usually in the form of a small stone 
cylinder, fore-runner of the rotary 
printing machine. It was owned and 
worn by the signatory who was pro¬ 
tected against forgery by the variety 
and intricacy of its design. The 
Royal Ontario Museum has recently 
put on display a fine collection of 
these ancient seals.

Dionne’s $50,000 Mansion 
The news that Papa Dionne and his bfood were 
about to move into their new $50,000 mansion would 
no doubt be read with a sense of disgust to those en¬ 
ergetic fellows that comprise the various War Fin¬ 
ance committees scattered the length and breadth 
of the Dominion. It is their job to encourage their 
fellowmen to use surplus earnings and savings in 
the purchase of Savings Certificates and Victory 
Bonds, and thus reduce inflation at home and aid the 
boys in the front lines with the weapons of war. 

These War Finance fellows use every fair argu¬ 
ment at their command to sell their merchandise- 
bonds and certificates of victory—and.ask citizens 
to with-hold building plans, etc., till after'the war is 
won. To have national figures, such as the Dionnes, 
build a $50,000 mansion in times such as these is an 
affront to all War Finance workers. Reports state 
the mansion is fitted with every luxury. The Dionnes 
have been living in a fairly comfortable home these 
past few years. It could have sufficed till this war 
w^as w’on, and that $50,000 used to aid the war effo'i’t. 

Federal Aid For Highway Programs

Is Social Security Possible? 

(Macleod Gazette) 

I he term is a misnomer to our way of thinking. The 
law ol lite is that man must continually strive tor 
pruvement, and this can only be achieved by individual 
efiort. Otherwise the race would degenerate if it is 
langht to believe that the State will fniTiish all we need 
to ask so that at Go years of age we can ^t back and 
luat in comtort. A man might do this if he has been suc¬ 
cess! iil in his job or business to save sufficient to pro¬ 
vide for his remaining years. If the State is to provide 
this happy condition for all who reach 6u years, then 
one can imagine the amount of taxes that the working 
people and private enterprise will have to. furnish. 

dhese dreams which political parties place before the 
people, that sutlicient ta^jes will be extracted from so- 
called monopolies are utter nonsense. There is only 
one source from which governments can raise money, 
be they C.C.F., Social Credit, New Democracy, or any 
other new tangled name, and that is the PEOPLE who 
must work tp produce. 

There will always be the “have-nots” wanting to 
take from the “haves”. In our experience we have no¬ 
ticed tliat there are in all large industries, where wages 
are standardized, some who rise above the rest by 
thrift and wise use of their wages. They will own their 
homes, send their children to university to enable them 
to engage in professional life, or become engineers. On 
the other hand, there will be the majority who though 
on the same wage level, wilj have very little at the end 
of their working days, because they spent it as they 
went along, not even carrying life insurance sufficient 
to pay funeral expenses, often requiring the passing 
of the hat to bury them or take care of a widow and 
children. 

Of course “social security” is a nice sounding term 
to flaunt, giving rise to the impression that we need 
not bother about saving for old age. Instead of encour¬ 
aging the individual to use his own initiative to advance 
his station in life, it encourages him to believe that the 
country owes him a living. If it is not forthcoming, and 
he finds himself on the rocks, then the “system” and 
everything else is wrong, absolutely. 

Those who believe in planning for the future are not 
counting on “social security” to provide them with a 
living or a pension, for they look upon it as a will o’ 
the wisp, like 25 dollars a month for every man, wo¬ 
man and child in the province of Alberta. Those af¬ 
flicted with physical infirmities must always be taken * 
care of, but to encourage able-bodied people in posses^ 
sion offfheir*mental faculties to believe that easy days 
are ahead by 'the provisloTTof “social security” fs mere¬ 
ly a vote-catching and demoralizing influence. Labor 
legislation and other measures within our lifetime have 
improved the lot of the masses, and undoubtedly as 
time moves on, other improvements will follow. But 
the law of life will remain as always, that man must 
ever work diligently and exercise his own ability and 
talents to secure a reasonable degree of comfort and 
freedom from financial worry.

Decorated For Heroism 

Surgeon Of Royal Canadian Nai*/ 
Risked Life For Others 

Award of the D.S.C. to Surgeon 
Lieut. Maurice John Hood, of the 
Royal Navy disclosed the story of hla 
heroism in leaping from the ice- 
covered decks of a destroyer to n 
convoy escort ship to attend 81 
wounded men last winter. 

He made the jump safely when the 
two ships were as close together .an 
it was possible to bring them in the 
wild seas running at the time. A 
slip in taking off or landing meant 
Instant death. 

For 30 hours without a break after 
getting aboard the escort ship. Hood 
operated on the wounded men who 
had been picked up from the de¬ 
stroyer Achates. Using a seaman’* 
mess-deck table as an operating table 
and supported by two ratings against 
the ship’s rolling and pitching. Hood 
saved every one of the 81 wounded.

Government plans for free ho.si)!- 
talization for all maternity cases in 
Alberta after April 1st next were 
announced by Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, 
provincial minister of health, this 
week. Details of the i»lan will be 
worked out by a joint committee of 
three representing the hospital a:s- 
sociations, and three representatives 
of the provincial health department. 

At a recent meeting of the Fin¬ 
cher Creek Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion a resolution was passed to be 
submitted to the annual convention of 
the provincial association, asking that 
all fishing waters be opened during 
the fishing season, also that Sunday 
shooting be permitted. 

The town of Nanton will be policed 
by the RCMP as from December 1st, 
for a period of three years. A police¬ 
man is to be stationed at Nanton 
and provided with residence and of¬ 
fice.
